Hore, 
thou, ;7e have a two year old coiooy, 
counting within its borders only ono 
thousand subjeots accustomed to liberal 
institutions, asking for Territorlalorgani- 
zalion, asking, too, with the probability 
of receiviuf;. The reasons urged in sup- 
port of thoir prayer are interesting and 
ought to be instraotive. The affairs of 
the Territory, they assert, conld be 
much more efficiently administered for 
filty thousand dollars tliuu they aro 
now for ton times fifty. Commerce, in- 
dustries, BcttlemoDt, the mineral, mar- 
aud forest interests all wonld he 
stimulated and expanded nnder tho magic 
touch of liberal institutions.
